| Utica, N.Y., Aug. 21.—Pastor, Rus- 
| sell of Brooklyn Tabernacle preached 
here twice to-day to large audiences. 
We report one of his discourses from 
the above text. He said in part:— 

One_of the wonderful things about 
the Bible and the Christianity found- 
;¢d upon the Bible’s teachings is the 
fact that it contains so much sym- 
pathy—comfort for the bereaved, the 
sorrowing, the troubled. This is not 
true of any other book or any other re- 
ligion in the world. And who is there 
that does not at some time in life 
‘need sympathy, need encouragement. 
need a powerful and loving friend 
| such as our Bible assures us our God 
| is 10 all who will accept his favor? 

But our great Adversary, Satan, 
seeks to make the light appear dark 
and the darkness appear light. He 
'sceks to negative the testimonies of 
| God’s Word, and, to a very great de- 
gree, his deceptions have been suc- 
cessful, as is witnessed by the creeds 
of Christendom. Practically all of our 
ereeds, even though they assert that 
iGod is gracious, merciful, kind ‘and 
loving, contradict this description of 
[him and’ his ‘Plan ‘for humanity in 
monstrous terms, fiendish in the ex- 
treme. The majority of creeds tell us 
of his foreordination and pre-arrange- 
ment of whatsoever comes to pass and 
that this signifies that a saintly hand- 
ful will gain eternal life in joy in 
heaven, and that the unsaintly thou- 
sands of millions of heathendom and 
Christendom are equally foreordained 
to spend an eternity of torture fore- 
known, foreintended and provided for 
before their creation. Is there com- 
fort in this? Ig such a plan God-like 
or Satanic? Could any intelligent and 
good being rejoice in such a plan of 
damnation or sincerely worship an 
Almighty God who would so misuse 
his unlimited power to distress his 
ercatures, ‘‘born in sin, shapen in in- 
iguity; in sin did their mothers con- 
ceye them?” 

The minority of Christian creeds de- 
clare the same results, but that they 
were not designed of God, not fore- 
known by him, not predestinated. 
They tell us in other ‘vords that we 
have an incompetent Ged, well-mean- 
jing, but deficient in wisdom and in 
;power. Is there any comfort in this? 
Would it assuage the grief and pain 
lof those suffering in eternal torment 
lif they could be assured that their lot 
was such, not because of Divine pre- 
meditation and design, but because of 
Divine incompetence? Surely there is 
'no comfort to be had from such a 
view! 
| After all, we Protestants did not 
make much of'an improvement upon 
the theory held by our forefathers . 
against which we protested in the six- 
teenth century. Surely purgatorial 
tortures of a few centuries are no 
worse, no less eomforting than our 
Protestant conceptions of an eternity 
of torture for all the uon-elect.

Here we see the necessity for 
this Gospel of comfort. We sce also 
that God has provided it and that it 
is coming to the world in the end of 
this Age, in the dawning of the new 
Age. It will-come to the world in gen- 
eral as soon as the elect Church shall 
have been selected and, by the “First | 
/Resurrection” power, glorified with 
her Lord as his Kingdom class, as the | 
tlorified sons of God, whose mission 
it will be to bless all the families of

| When St. Paul says, ‘Knowing the | 
iterrors of the Lord,” he evidently re- 
\fers to the fact that our Creator has | 
(declared that ‘the wage of sin is 
ieath” (not eternal torment); that 
‘the soul that sinneth, it shall die’”’ 
(not live in torment); that “all the 
\“icked will God destroy” (not pre: 
serve; in fire); and that only such as 
ome into vital relationship with the 
jKedeemer can have everlasting life. 
Knowing these things respecting the 
|Divine government we persuade men 
\everywhere, ‘Be ye reconciled to God” 

and thus attain the only cternal lifo 
which he promised. 

But, on the other hand, note the 
Kindly deseription of our God which 
ithe Apostle furnishes, ‘Blessed be 
“iol, even the Father of our Lord

And whether we be afflicted, it is for 
your comfort and salvation * * * or 
whether we be comforted, it is for 
your comfort and salvation, * * * 
knowing that as ye are partakers of 
the sufferings, so shall ye be also of 
the comfort’’ (II. Corinthians i, 3-7). 

What a wonderful statement re- 
specting the Divine intentions for 
the comfort of the world and the 
comfort of the Church, all proeced- 
ing from “the God of all comfort.” 
Nothing written in any saercd books 
of any people at any time reveals 
such a God as the God of the Bible— 
a God infinite in Justice, Wisdom, 
Power and Love. It is he that is 
“working all things according to the 
counsel of his own good will,” for the 
ultimate comfort and salvation of as 
many of his creatures as will accept 
his favors, after being brought to a 
knowledge of the Truth respecting 
them. The Church is now comforted 
during this Gospel Age (saved to the 
highest plane of the heavenly nature) 
and during the coming Age the world 
is to be comforted and saved to the 
human naturc—as many as will. lor 
the world this means the glorious 
opportunity of the mediatorial reign 
of Christ which will constitute their 
time of restitution, uplifting, resur- 
rection to all that was lost in Adam 
and redeemed by the precious blood 
of Christ (Acts 1ii, 19-21). 

In order to appreciate the meaning 
of our text. we must consider the 
words of the Apostle preceding it, be- 
ginning with the 13th verse. He de- 
clares, “IT would not have you to be 
ignorant, brethren, concerning them 
which are asleep, that ye sorrow not. 
even as others which have no hope.” 
All Christian people agree that the 
word sleep here refers to those who 
died. They are not asleep in heaven, 
of course, for there all is wakeful. 
ness and intelligence and joy. They 
are not asleep in Purgatory. of 
course, for, according to our Catholic 
friends;-sleep there would be an im- 
possibility. They: are not asleep in 
an orthodox hell, for, according to 
the description given by ¥rotestants, 
none could sleep there. Where, then, 
are those who are ‘‘asleep’? St. Paul 
says that we should not be ignorant 
concerning them. Have we not been 
ignorant in the past—foolishly ignor- 
ant? We have ignored the Apostle’s 
words entirely. We have refused to 
believe that any ure asleep and claim 
that all are awake, alive—a few in 
heaven, the many in Purgatory or 
eternal torture. 


But St. Paul was right! The entire. 


Bible teaches that. all who die fall 
asleep. Thus we learn of St. Stephen, 
the first Christian martyr, that he 
“fell asleep” (stoned to death). We 
read of the good and bad, kings and 
peasants, falling asleep in death. 
We read that King David slept with 
his fathers—some of them good, some 
of them bad. We read that Abraham 
slept. with his fothers—some of them 
heathen. The Bible tells us where 
they sleep and that they will all be 
awakened from the sleep of death in 
duc time—in the’resurrection, during 
Messiah's reign of « thousiind years. 
The Prophet declares that “Many 
that sleep in the dust of the earth 
shall awake, some to life everlasting 
and some to shame and lasting con- 
tempt” (Daniel xii, 2). 

Those who will®be awakened from 
the sleep of death unto resurrection 
of life will be the blessed and holy, 
the saintly, who will be associated 
with Messiah in the Kingdom work 
for the blessing and uplifting of the 
non-elect. Those who will be awak. 
ened from the sleep of death to shame 
dnd age-lasting contempt will be the 
non-elect world. Their shame will 
be in proportion as they have enjoy- 
ed light, knowledge and opportunity 
and have failed rightly to appreciate 
and use these. They will have con- 
tempt from their fellows, in propor- 
tion as their shortcomings of the 
present time will be shown up. Many 
highly esteemed amongst men_ will 
be awakened to that shame and age- 
lasting contempt. But their case 
will not be a hopeless one. Much of 
their weakness and dereliction were 
the result of Adam’s transgression 
and the sinful conditions which have 
resulted, including unfavorable en- 
vironment. God has provided in 
Christ redemption for all from the 
sins and. weaknesses resulting from 
Adam’s disobedience and thus the 
entire rnce of Adam is guaranteed an 
individual trial under favorable con- 
ditions—for. life everlasting or death 
everlasting. 

All who. will render obedience to 
the Jaws and regulations of Messiah's 
Kingdom will begin to rise up, up, up, 
out of their fallen, degraded condition 
of sin, and be brought back to all that 
was lost in Adam and redeemed at 
Calvary. In proportion as they vill 
retrace their steps and come back into 
Divine fellowship their shame will de- 
crease ond their contempt also, Final- 
ly in the consummation of that age 
all who will may have attained -full 
restoration and regeneration and 
freedom from shame and contempt. 
The unwilling and disobedient and 
rebellious will be destroyed in the Se- 
cond Death—‘twice dead, plucked up 
by the roots’—without hope of any 
further resurrection or’ restitution. 

St. Paul urges that Christians should 
not be ignorant concerning those who 
are asleep — that they ‘‘sorrow not 
even as others who.have no hope.” It 
is bad enough to think of millions of 
the heathen as being totally extinct 
hopelessly. dead,. without any pros- 

ts of a resurrection. The same 
would be true respecting our neigh 
bors and friends, parents and chil- 
dren. brothers and sisters, who are not 
saintly, who are not in “Christ Jesus,”

who-are nat walking after the Spirit, 
vho are not heirs of Ged and joint- 
heirs with Jesus Christ our Lord. And 
'f it would be a gore trial to think of 
them as utterly destroyed in death 
and without hope of resuscitation, re- 
surrection, how much worse would it 
have been when, in our misunder- 
standing of God’s plans, we thought of 
them as being in either Purgatory or 
eternal torture. 
tion of the Divine plans is even worse 
than to believe them without hope and 
extinct. 


The Apostle proceeds to point out 


the basis of this hope in these words, 
“Tf we believe that Jesus died and 
rose again, even so them also which 
sleep in Jesus will God bring (from 
the dead) with (by) him” (I. Thessa- 
lonians iv, 14). So, then, the Apostle 
declares, the resurrection hope is the 
‘Christian hope, and the basis of the 
hope of this resurrection is that Jesus 
| died that, he might be man’s ransomer 
—that he arose from the dead that he 
might he the great, Deliverer of man- 
kind, the Prophet, Priest and King of 
1 God, and that he might gather to him- 
self the elect Church, the Bride, the 
uimb’s Wife, as his joint-heir. 
Christians, of course, in thinking of 
the resurrection of the dead, would 
primarily, chiefly, consider their dear 
ones of the household of faith; hence 
the Apostle continues his’ argument, 
suying, that those of the Chureh liv- 
ing ut the time of the Second Advent 
will not precede or itinder those mem- 
bers of the Church who have died 


during the past centuries, for the dead | 


in Christ shall arise first—shall be 
anes first from the sleep of 
death. 

We cannot think that the Apostle 
refers merely to the Church in this 
case, for uniformly, in speaking of the 
resurrection of the dead, he refers 
both to the Church and to the world, 
the “resurrection of the just and of 
the unjust.” So in this case he evi- 
dently refers both to the Church and 
to the world as “‘asleep in Jesus.” The 
expression will be noted as different 
from another one of his respecting 
those who ‘‘sleep in Christ.” The lat- 
{er expression evidently refers to the 
Church as the glorified members of 
The Christ. But in speaking of those 
aslecp in Jesus he evidently has re- 
ference to the whole world of man- 
kind. The whole world died in Adam 
without having a voice in the matter 
of their birth or trial or condemna.- 
tion, “Condemnation came upon all 
because of one man’s disobedience.” 
Likewise justification is to pass upon 
all of our race through the precious 
merit of Christ’s sacrifice. The fact 
fhat he ‘died, the just for the un. 
just,’”’ constitutes his death a satis- 
faction price for the sins of the whole 
world. 

From. this.stundpoint,.therefore, the 
whole world not: only ‘died <in Adam, 
but: now sleeps or: waits unconsciously 
for a resurrection of the dead through 
the merit of our Redeemer’s sacrifice. 
Tf we believe that Christ died for’our 
sins and laid the foundation thus for 
his great work of blessing the world 
of mankind, including the Church, 
the first-fruits, let us believe also that 
God who began his good work will not 
stop until he shall have brought forth 
judgment’ unto victory—until all -the 
redeemed world shall be brought to a 
knowledge of the.Redeemer and of the 
Heavenly Father and: to an opportun- 
ity for life everlasting through obedi- 
ence. The world died in Adam—‘In 
Adam all died.” Jesus is the Redeem. 
er of the world. “Sven so all in Christ 
shall be made alive.” 

The message has reached the 
Church only, as yet. In due time jit 
will reach every member of the race. 
The Church is already reckonedly 
quickened from the dead by the holy 
Spirit and will shortly be born from 
the dead in the “First Resurrection.” 
The .world, therefore, from the Di- 
‘vine standvoint is not dead in“Adam 
now, but merely asleep in Jesus, wait- 
ing for the glorious time when, his 
Kingdom established, he shall call all 
mankind from the prison-house of 
death, from the tomb, that each may 
learn to the full of the grace of God in 
Christ, and ht 7o opportunity for at- 
taining life everlasting. 

These are the words in which we 
are to comfort one another—words of 
hope respecting the resurrection of the 
dead, both the just and the unjust— 
words of sympathy, words of ‘assur- 
ance, words that show that God is bet- 
ter than all our fears; that yet in a 
little while he that shall come will 
establish his Kingdom — first the 
Church in glory and secondly Israel 
and all the families of the earth 
through them. Everything connected 
with the Divine message is full o 
hope, full of encouragement, full of 
blessing, to those in the condition to 
receive it.

(The greatest experiment in Cov- 
ernment ownership ion ‘the continent 
1.8 in «progress in Western iCanada 
For a stretch of a thousand miles 
cram Winnipeg to the Rockies, in whe 
three prairie Provinces of Manitoba, 
Saskatichewan and Alberta, with a pop- 
ation mow of awillion and destined 
co support millions more, there is not 
1 solitary Bell telephone Jeft. The 
whephone system ds entirely in the 
agands of etther the wovernment, the 
municipalities, or independent compan- 
ws. It is only some two years ago 
“ue Bell was driven out cif the 
, so it is too soon yet the draw 
any doganacic comclusions as to he 
stecess ‘or the fidlure of the scheme, 
but it is interesting and instructive 
at least ‘to review the progress which 
whe experiment thas made. 
| A new country, with vested rights 
not as finmly emtrenched as in the 
Fast, the ‘West, can more readily un- 
dertake advanced government onvrer- 
jship schemes and ican more easily 
enact progressive legislation. Western 
Canada, intleed, might be called the 
sociological laboratory of the contin- 
ent. (What adds to the walue from the 
gtudent’s sand whe legislator’s stand- 
point of the Westerm experiment in 
government ownership is the fact that 
MW ithree wpnovinces ave adopted dif- 
ferent methods of handling the prob- 
lem. 

Manitoba's telephones are managed 
iby a commission, subject to the gov- 
‘ernment ‘and under the Department of 
Public Works. Practically all of the 
telephones in the province are owned 
by the government. “here are a few 
municipal telephone systems, but ‘they 
wre ibeing rapidly absorbed. iSaskat- 
ewan has actelephone depaniment in 
connection «with othe government 
lwhich has complete mrisdiction over 
all matters pertaining to the — con- 
lstruction and qperation of telephones 
lin-the Province. ‘The department at 
‘whe ime cif its creation was ‘given 
| power 80 purchase and operate exist- 
‘ing Mines and to proceed with the ‘con- 
struction of omg distance fines. 
[It has a general supervision ‘con- 
rol over all systems constructed. The 
zovernment encourages the control of 
tocal lines iby bocal companies, and for 
she encouragement of rural dines 
grants a bonus of all telephone poles 
required, providing the ¢elephione sys- 
tem is approved ‘by che department. 
Atberin, again, owns and operates 
practically atl the local and lome dis- 
tance lines in the province, and they 
are under the direct jurisdiction of a 
depantmont <if telephones, with a Cab- 
inct Minister at “he head. 

Alberta Led the Way 

he credit for having initiated pov- 
ernment ownership of ‘telephones: in 
the West must be given to Alberta. 
In 1903, when the Rutherford govern- 
tient was first returned to pawer, one 
ci its policies was the public ownership 
of telephones. At the ‘first session of 
the Legis’ature in 1906, a Telephone 
1Act was passed to cover thle mecessary 
procedure for the commencement ofa 
telephone system in the Province, and 
$25,000 was voted to carry out the pro- 
ect. ‘Ar that time Albena was badly 
off for tolcphone service. Tihe Beil 
mas operating in the province, but only 
touched the larger points. Its total 
equipment consisted of a volt circuit 
besween (Calgary and Edmonton car- 
rying all the principal points; 2 circuit 
between Catgary and (Macleod; a poor- 
circuit between Macleod 
Leth- 


y constructed ' 
and ‘Lethbridge, and between 
ridige and Cardston. 

The first government line was con- 
stmected in’ the winter of 1905-7 be- 
tween Calgary and Banff, a distance 
of nincty miles, and the first paid mes- 
sage was in (March, 1907, the first 
money earned in Canjda over ia Gov- 
ernment-owned line. ‘When the line 
fram iCalgary to ‘Banff was completed 
and further construction jwas ‘being 
planned, the Bell Telephone ‘Company, 
which jn the «meantime ‘had sold its 
plant in. Manitoba, came forward avith 
an offer, and in (May, 1908, the .ov- 
ernmem of Alberta took over the 
whole system. 

In the meantime the government 
had been ‘building Jong distance lines. 
4 Une was constructed from Edmon- 
ton to Lloydminster, along the ‘Cana- 
dian Northern, a distance cf,208 miles; 
also a long distance line from Wetas- 
kiwin vo Daysland, 68 miles; Lacombe 
to Stetler, 62 miles, and Blairmore to 
Macleod, In 1908, after the acquire- 

! ment of the Bell system, and with the 
Hong distance requirements fairly well 
met, the governmemt proceeded to take 
up the question of ural systems con- 
necting with the long distance lines. 
Rural lines were wapidly proceeded 
jwith, so what today there are some 
750 miles, with ‘over 4oo miles under 
course of construction this year.  Al- 


ieee has now 1,842 miles of long dis- 
tance lines, has 97 itoll stations and 50 
exchunges giving telephone connection 
with some 5,500 subscribers, By the 
end cf the year the government ex- 
pects to have 2,873 miles in operation. 

Rapid Development in Manitoba. 

It was im 1905 that the question was 
tirst broached in the Manitoba Leg- 
isla In ‘the following year a 
was appointed to inves- 
i They visit- 
ed many of the States where ¢ here 
‘were municipal and independent icom- 
j Pa 2s in operation and brought back 
a strong report favoring the adoption 
of some form of gliovernment owner- 
At the municipal elections of 
1906 a referendum was taken when a 
decisive majority ‘was secured iin fa- 
vor of wovernment ownership, The 
cabinet immediately went ahead with 
the construction olf a system in oppo- 
sition to the Bell. The Bell, which 
tad ‘been fighting ‘the government's 
Inlan too th and nail, saw the province 
was im earnest and in January, 1908, 
sold out for $3,300,000. 

During the two years of govern- 
ment ownership the development of 
the system thas ‘been astonishing. At 
the time the Bell sold out thert were 
some 14,000 subscribers. Today there 
ane aver 25,000. ‘he number of sub- 
scribers in Winnipeg has practically 
doubled, though the greatest increase 
has been in rural (Manitoba. ‘One of 
whe greatest complaints against the 
Bell was its refusal to build rural 
ines. They did not pay as well as 
the city dines, The overnment’s 
ideal is the telephone within the reach 
of every Manitoba Yarmer, 2,500 rural 
subscribers were actually added: Jast 


ear, and today ‘there are some 9,000

the whole prodlem, 
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farmers’ phones in the province. 
iThe government ‘has also pushed 
forward the construction of long dis- 
cance ‘lines. ‘Tthey thave increased 
from 3,150 miles two years ago to 5,- 
180 miles txlay. Under whe Bell man- 
agement there were 1,230 miles of ru- 
ral poles, now there are 3,328. The 
systcun practically covers every set- 
tled district in Manitoba, and nearly 
every farmer having a phone is able 
to spk co Winnipeg without leaving 
his fireside. How great is the demand 
for farmers’ phones is shown iby the 
fact that ‘there were no less than five 
thousand: applications last year. 
Low Rates Expected 

‘The ‘first: Saskatchewan legislation 
|dealing wih the problem wns enacted 
in the early pam: of the year 1908, By 
that legislation a Dapartment of iRail- 
ways, Telegraphs and Telephones was 
created. Ghortly after the Bell sold 
tothe Manitoba government, the com- 
pany made overtures to Saskatchewan, 
‘and what plant it had in the province 
was vold for $367,000. It comprised 
only 234 ‘miles of soles, 876.5 wire 
miles, 13 exchanges, and 2,100 sub- 
scribers. The system of the Saskat- 
chowan Telephone ‘Company was also 
purchased at the same time. It in- 
cluded 250 pole miles, 695 wire aniles, 
and 1,050 subscribers. 

The policy of Saskatchewan varied 
considerably from both Alberta and 
Manitoba, particularly as to rural 
lines. ‘he long distance lines sare all 
built and owned by the government 
An Act was passed giving the cities. 
towns, villages, and rural municipali- 

ies the right to construct and operate 
telephone systems. This Act has not 
been eaken advantage of to any ex- 
tent on account of the paid organiza- 
tat of rural companies by docal capi- 


tal. As for the urban municipalities, 
they are leaving the local exchanges 
to ‘the government and those already 
owning ‘their own dines are showing 
wes. 

The policy af the government as tu 
the rural lines is verysimilar to the 
plan generally followed in the Central 
and Western States. Some of the 
merits of this system, it is contended, 
are, briefly, as folows: Freedom of ac- 
ition, logical expansion, natural defim- 
tion of telephone areas, a lower cost of 
construction, more prompt wnd cheap- 
er maintenance, and lower rates, Whe- 
ther or not these results will be at- 
tained, time and experience alone can 
tell. 


How the Thing Pays 

‘The policies of the three provinces 
might be defined as follows: ‘Manito- 
ba’s system is practically all ‘awaed 
and openited 'by the (Government, run 
by a-commission of ‘three, subject to 
‘the Department of Public Works. 
Saskatchewan has a Department of 
Telephones which builds all the long 
distance lines and is acquiring the lo- 
cal exchanges, while the rural. lines 
are Idft to local ‘companies encouraged 
by the government. 'Alberta’s system 
is practically all owned and operated 
by the government, under a Departt- 
ment of Telephones. 


A practical problem is the question | 
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of rates, In Alberta, when the system 
was taken over from ithe Bell 'Com- 
pany, the rates for exclunges of 200 
subscribers was $30 for business tele- 
phones and $20 for private service. 
This ‘has beem reduced to $24 and $15. 
respeotively. Inthe laszes centres no 
reduction was muad2 for business 
phones, but the cost of private phonts 
was reduced from $25 to $20. 

In Manitoba the rates on rural lines 
were reduced from $24 to $20. Tor 
business phones in he larger centres 
the old Bell rate of $50 still obtains, 
,; but the rates for private phones have 
Iheen reduced from $30 to $25. These 
reductions were made at the end of 
the first year of government opera- 
tion. This year there were no 
changes made in the nates. 

The Bell rates in Saskatchewan, 
which were ‘from $24 0 $35 for busi- 
ness phones and $18 to $25 for private 
phones, have been maintained ‘on all 
lines, but those operated by ‘the rural 
companics., ‘Dhe rural rates mingze 
from $12 to $20, 

While there are many criticisms of 
the governemnts of the various prov- 

| aces in their operation cf the systems, 

it is safe to say a vote as to the re- 
tention of government ownership or a 
return ‘to whe old system avould be al- 
most unanimous for the presen jplan. 
Government crvnership has been par- 
ticularly beneficial to the rural and 
agricultural comunities, and by the 
forward policy of construction of long 
distance dines has linked up the busi- 
ness ‘world of the West. It is still an 
experiment, but an experiment high- 
ly sucecssful and well worth watch: 
ing,

distressing incident in Saxony. 

An elderly gentleman who is an 
earnest student of the rational life 
has been led; as the result of a long 
investigation of the subject, to attach 
great importance to the beneficent 
action of sunlight upon the human 
body.

Here 
in the solitude of the forest it has re- 
cently been his custom to make ex- 
cursions attired in a “reform dress” 
which he has designed for his own 
use. 


In this costume some of the more 
important aims of civilized dress have 
been’ subordinated to the hygienic 
consideration of allowing uninterrupt- 
ed access to the body of the rays of 
the sun. The treatment was justi- 
fied by the benefit experienced fromm 
it, which had been very marked. 

On Friday, however, us the elderly 
health culturist was taking his daily 
walk in the seclusion demanded by his 
dress, he unexpectedly met the King 
of Saxony and his two daughers, who 
were also taking a stroll through the 
woods from the royal hunting-box of 
Moritzburg. Inured to self-control 
though the two Princesses are, by a 
long course of training for public life, 
they had caught only one glimpse of 
the agonized exponent of sarorial sim- 
plicity when they screamed and fied 
down ‘the nearest forest path 

The King himself advanced furious- 
ly upon the trembling sun-bather, 
grasping a stout walking-stick in a 
threatening manner. Now crimson 
with modesty, the latter stutteringly 
attempted to explain to his Sovercign 
the reason of his lack of dress. ‘The 
infuriated monarch, however, would 
hear no excuses, and, having taken 
the name and address of his primi- 
tively attired subject, strode off after 
his fleeing daughters, with a threat 
that he would at once set in motion 
the extreme rigours of the law against 
such an unpardonable breach of the 
usual conventions of outdoor cos- 
tume.

000,000 a year for police protection, 
$3,500,000 for the fire departement, and 
only $550,000 on the city's health,”

ban. In his successful flight from vhe 
country, ‘he shot a policeman in sself- 
defence. He afterwards Jocated in 
Winnipeg. The Russian authorities, 
however, sought him owt and began 
proceedings’ for ‘this exemdition, which 
was uliimately granted by Chief Jus- 
tice Mathers of Manitoba. The 
points which ‘Mr, O'Brien emphasized 
wvere that the offence was of a political 
character, and that according to the 
treaty with Russhi of 1886, political 
offenders were not lable to extradi- 
tion, and that the only offence for 
which capital punishment was applic- 
able in Russia was a political one, 
which meant Tedorenko would cev- 
tainly ‘be subjected to. it af he was 
retumed.| Mr. O'Brien's nddiress was 
devoid of sentiment or fecling. He 
merely placed the faats before the as- 
sembly in a practical way. 
Is First of Its Kind 

Inseconding the motion Mr. Walker 
stated the Fedorentlso case avas the 
first of its Kind in Wessern ‘Canada 
since a crime which included a smuy- 
der was committed. ‘There were, thow- 
ever, two Russian political fugitives 
in Alberta whom ahe Russian govern- 
ment were very desirous of aprehend- 
: ing. (heir offence was probably more

THE CHURCH, THE SCHOOL 
AND THE FOSTER CHILD 
(Contributed) 

Peculiar situations sometimes arise 
in the shelters of the Children's Aid 
Societies. A Protestant woman visits 
the nearest shelter and from a number 
of bright child faces selects one 
which she believes she could adopt as 
her own. As a rule her surprise is 
equalled only by her disappointment 
when she is told that the child being 
Roman Catholic is unavailable for a 
Protestant home. ‘he same rule 
holds good from the vice versa stand- 
point. 

The Children’s Protection Act of 
1000 deals very clearly with the matter 
of a foster child's religious and school 
training. Section 10,ss (4) reads: “If 
the court is of the opinion that the 
parent ought not to have the custody 
of the child but that the child is be- 
ing brought up in different religion 
from that in which the parent has a 
legal right o require that the child 
shall be brought up, the court shall 
have power o make such order as the 
court may think fit to secure that the 
child shall be brought up in’ that 
religion.” (5) “Nothing in, this see- 
tion shall affect the power of .the court 
to consult the wishes of the child in 
determining what order ought to be 
made or any right which a child now 
possesses to exercise its own free 
choice.” 

Secion 8 s.s. (2) “In placing a child 
ina foster home the parents are bound 
‘under a written contract which shall 
provide for the education of the child 
ina public school, if available, (or in 
the case of a Roman Catholic child 
in a separate school, if available. 

One of the most frequent inquiries 
in this line of work is: “Why do you 
give out children at all? Why noz put 
them all in a big institution where 
Hey could be cared for systematical- 
yt 

True, in a large institution it would 
be possible to keep the temperature 
at regulation height as per Fahren- 
eit, the children’s’ clothes could be 
laundered by machinery, the hails of 
the place might be washed every day, 
the little cots in the wards kept im- 
maculate, but while order is the first 
law of heaven and cleanliness is next 
| 


to godliness, this is no life for a 
child. 

Experience teaches with bitter un- 
certainty that there is something lack- 
ing in institutional life for a child, 
something which leaves him weak, 
mechanical, lacking in originality and 
in that zest which only home life im- 
parts. 

Nature has patented mother love. 
There is no substitute. No child can 
grow to the best in manhood or wo- 
manhood without it. This is Na- 

ture’s decree. Fortunacly mother Jove 
is inherent in every ‘good woman to 
a greater or Iess. degree, for the 
heaitu, strength, morality, happiness— 
the whole fabric of child life is de- 
pendent upc.. it! And no matter how 
ideal the matron of an institution may 
be—and the matron of a Children’s 
Home may be a woman of extraordin- 
ary ability and child love—still it is 
impossible for any. woman to give 
the mother love, the personal care and 
contact which every normal child re- 
quires of its mother. Then how about 
children who require more than or- 
dinary care? 

- There is no place where the true 

Western hospitality is so truly ex- 

pressed as in the country homes, and 
these homes have voiced the request 
that no healthy normal child shall be 
institutionalized in the province of Al- 
berta. Fifteen homes for fifteen little 
children are wanted taday Seven of 
them are Roman Catholic. Eight of 
them are Protestant.
